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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are based on the individual 
teachings of the applied Chaing and Jiang references, which is not allowed by case law ( In re Keller) Applicants' next contention that 
Chaing or Jaing do not teach forming organosilicate is not persuasive because Chaing in several places including para 29 line 12 etc 
describes several organosilicate films. Next the limitation of treating the substrate with plasma prior to forming organosilicate film is taught 
by Chaing at least in paras 12, 13, claim 1 etc. further as previously stated and agreed to by Applicants' in their instant response Jaing 
teaches alternate uses of H, O, Water ( vapor) and hydrogen peroxide. Therefore all presently recited limitations in claim 1 are taught by 
the applied prior art. Claims 4-24 and 74-109 were alleged to be allowable because Chaing and Jaing allegedly do not teach the steps 
stated above ( prior plasma treatment and forming an oregano silicate layer), however as shown above Chaing and Jaing both teach the 
recited steps. The motivation to combine Chaing, Jiang and Vincent was previously set out in page 5 of the Final rejection and 
incorporated here by reference. Reconsideration of Mr. Li-Quinn Xia's does not result in a different conclusion because the Jiang prior art 
describes alternative uses of H.O.water ( vapor) and hydrogen peroxide , which alternative use in also well-known in the prior art. 
Therefore full and careful consideration of Applicants' contentions result in maintaining the final rejection of claims 1 ,4-24 and 74-109. 
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
